In our order for the above case, the District was to provide whitten notice when all assets were 
transferred from the City to the District 

To date, the District has  OW received and taken control of all inventory, e ~ u ~ ~ ~ e ~ t ,  sanitary sewer 
facilities and structures, vehicles and the City has dso t ~ ~ ~ ~ ~ ~ e ~  $3,508,008 in reserve h d s .  The 
City has retained $2 18,000 of their sewer reserves, for final payables and outstanding obligations. At 
the end of their fiscal year (June, 2008), they will then transfer any remainning reserve f h d s  to the 
District. 

The City Attorney is still preparing all real property to transfer to the District. This includes all 
building properties, and all utility easements. They believe there are almost 800 parcel documents 
which a deed transfer needs to be prepared, and recorde with the CQUII~ Clerk. r8s expected, this 
process may take several 1y101-e weeks, but is in process.
